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OPERATORS MEET. 

*The Conference, it Is Thought, Will 
Bring About One of Two Results. 

Either Arbitration to Settle the Trouble, or 
the Miiif^ Will Be Started With lni|Mirt- 
ed Men— They Have Asked for a Con- 
ference With the Miners’ Officers. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 20. — The meet- 
ing of the coal operators Thursday and 
and Thursday night will bring about 
one of two results — either arbitration 
W'ill settle the strike or the mines will 
be started with imported men. Fri- 
day will decide which course shall be 
pursued. The operators are evidently 
in favor of arbitration in preference to 
a forcible opening of their mines. This 
was evidenced Thursday when Messrs. 
Murray and Osborne, representing the 
meeting, wired National President 
Katchford at Columbus asking if Sat- 
urday next would be suitable for a con- 
ference at Pittsburgh of both sides. 

The Rend and Robbins interests Wed- 
nesday night telegraphed Ratchford 
asking him to come to Pittsburgh to 
try and settle the strike. District I’res- 
ident Dolan followed the telegram to 
Columbus, and is endeavoring by per- 
sonal persuasion to bring about such 
a meeting. Dolan Thursday tele- 
graphed that Ratchford was willing 
to confer but preferred not to meet 
with the Pittsburgh operators only, 
but an interstate representation. The 
telegram sent bj’^ the meeting Thurs- 
day insisted that Indiana and Illinois 
would not consent to a conference and 
it now remains wdth l*resident Ratch- 
ford to say w’hether or not he w ill meet 
with the Pittsburgh operators and 
trust to the others to follow the de- 
cision there made. 

It is believed that a conference will 
be held here on Saturday, because ju.st 
after the session of the operators had 
adjourned, Col. Rend received a tele- 
gram from his son Joseph, who is in 
Columbus, saying: 

“Dolan says Saturday was selected 
for conference. Executive board will 
be in session Friday.” 

It is inferred from this that Ratch- 
ford has concluded to attend the con- 
ference. 

When Mr. Dolan went to Columbus 
Wednesday night he was given abso- 
lute authority by Rend, Robbins and 
others to arrange for unqualified arbi- 
tration, and he has been working to 
this end all da3\ 

Should the arbitration meeting not 
be arranged for, it was decided by the 
operators at their meeting Thursday 
night that immediate preparations for 
starting their mines non-union shall 
be begun. The meeting adjourned until 
Saturday morning to give time for 
Ratchford to answ’er officially. 

Should Ratchford’s reply be adverse, 
mines wdll be started in a few days. 
Machine mines will be selected for the 
initial movement, as none of the pick 
mine owmers care for hostilities to 
begin at their mines. 

From expres.sions u.sed by operator.s 
Thursday night, thej’ are more deter- 
mined than ever to start their mines, 
peaceably or otherw'ise. 

MINE OFFICALS 

L.ayin£r the I’laiiK for a Grand Coup — A Con- 
ferenee of All Federated Unions to Ho 
Called. 

Coi.UMBus, O., Aug. 20. — The oflicials 
of the United Mine Worker’s have 
awakened to a full realization of the 
fact that a crisis is at hand in the great 
strike and are preparing for a final ef- 
fort. The proceedings of the meeting 
of the national executive board have 
lx*en guarded with the greatest 
secrecy, but enough has been 
|<‘arned to indicate that plans are being 
laid for a grand coup. It was learned 
at midnight from an official .source that 
a resolution w as adopted by the na- 
tional board providing for the calling 
of a conference of all federated unions 
at St. Louis, August 30, The purpo.se 
is to secure the co-operation of all these 
organizations. 

They w’ill be asked not merely for 
sympathy, but to join in the great 
strike. The plan is to tie up traffic on 
the railroads and in other channels of 
business, so that the supply of coal 
may be effectually cut off and thus 
force the operators to negotiate for a 
general settlement of the wage ques- 
tion. Failing in this the miners' of- 
ficials do not intimate what courso 
will be taken.

London, Aug. 20. — burglar, known 
as Edward Simpson, now serving a 
U^riu at Workwootl Scrubs prison, has 
lK‘en identified as J. B. Ford, one of the 
most notorious criminals in the United 
States, and wanted in several Amer- 
ican cities for a great variety of crimes. 

On the application of the United 
Slated emba.ssy, an extradition war- 
rant was issued for him at Bow street 
l>olice station Thursday, charging him 
w ith forgery in t'incinnat, where he 
operated extensively under the name 
of Charles Fisher, 

Ford, alias Fi.sher, alias Simpson, 
will Ik* extradited in November next, 
on the expiration of his present term 
of imprisonment. 

Time Record L.ou ered. 

Nkw York Aug. 20. — A. W. W. 
Evans, of New* Bi-unswick, N. J., the

Frankfort, Kj'., Aug. 20.— Henry 
Smith, a Negro convict, has made a con- 
fession in which he exonerates Morgan 
ilohnson, another convict, who is 
serving a life .sentence for the 
alleg€*d murdei of Guard Pomp 
liall in 1881. Smith says the 
murder was committed by himself and 
three other convicts, name<l Pat- 
terson, Griggs and Ray. Ball was in 
charge of a gang of convicts who were 
being w'orked on a railroad in the east- 
ern part of the state, and the murder 
w'as committetl on a train. Smith has 
made a statement to Gov. Bradley ask- 
inir that Johnson be pardoned

There w’as a crowd and plenty 
of cheering but the president refused 
to speak and entered a carriage and 
W'as driven at once to the Troy house, 
which will be his headquarters. At 10 
o’clock he was taken with his party to 
see a great collar factory, wdth over 

2,000 girls and women employes at 
work. 

Senator Edward Murphy accompanied 
the president and Secretary Alger to 
the factory, and the proprietors show- 
ed them through. Every one of the 

2,000 employes was decorated with a 
flag and many of the machines were 
also adorned with the national colors. 
In each room, except the laun- 
dry and machinery room, the opera- 
tives stood up w’hen the president en- 
tered and cheer vociferously. After 
the inspection he said: “It w*as not 

only a novel, but to me a very wonder- 
ful sight.” At the conclusion of 
the in.spection the president and 
escort went across the river to 
the Watervlie'^i arsenal, w'here 
the great and interesting w’ork of 
shrinking a gun jacket upon a gun was 
witnessed. The national .salute w'as 
fired and the guard turned out, and 
President McKinley expressed satisfac- 
tion at the busy condition of things. As 
the party crossed the river every boat 
within a mile of the city water front 
blew* a salute. 

Following closely upon the arrival of 
President McKinley the various army 
! corps, composing the Army of the Po- 
■ tomac, met independently at headquar- 
I ters, heretofore established for them, 

‘ and held their business meeting. The 
i corps comprising the Army of the Po-

All along the line of march the 
parading column w’as greeted bj’ the 
thousands that lined the pavements 
and filled every available point of 
vantage. 

Troy. N. \ Aug. 21. — The only ac- 
tive part that the president took in 
the proceedings of the reunion was in 
a visit to the Ninth corps, of w’hich he 
is a member. The corps gave him an 
ovation and finally elected him honor- 
ary president. The president in a few* 
words accepted the honor, signed his 
name to the register and left the room 
with the corps' badge upon his breast. 
He stated that he was a sergeant in the 
Twenty-third Ohio regiment of the 
Ninth corps under command of Ruth- 
erford B. Hayes.

Philadelphia, Aug. 21.— The wheat 
market Friday was the most exciting 
ever experienced in the history of the 
exchange. Quotations jumped up 
cents and brought the price beyond the 
dollar mark. There were sales of No. 
2 red at 101 and No. 2 I'ennsylvania 
red was quoted at 102. This is the 
highest quotation here in man^’ 3’ears.

BLOODSHED. 

A Conflict Between the Workers and 
Strikers Near • Pittsburgh. 

The Aggreesive Workers Escaped Before 

the Men in the Oak Hill Camp Were 

Aware of the Fight — Riot Among 
Negro AVorkmen at Camp Unity. 

Pittsburgh, Pa , Aug. 23. — ^Religious 
services w’ere held in the strikers’ sev- 
eral camps Sunday, and all were large- 
ly attended, but notwithstanding the 
religious air pervading the camps, a 
conflict between workers and strikers 
took place in the afternoon, during 
which three strikers were badly hurt, 
but none are in a serious condition. 
Five of the men who are working for 
the New York and Cleveland Gas Coal 
Co., Sunday afternoon went to William 
Seamon’s boarding house, about one- 
half mile from Oak Hill tipple, w’here a 
number of strikers are quartered, for 
the purpose of persuading the strikers 
to go to work. The meeting was a 
stormy one and resulted in Antonio 
Podasky being shot near the heart, the 
bullet going almost through his body. 
Grongron Pimold was shot in the eye 
and Botiste Dalmese w’as cut with a 
razor. The injured men are all strik- 
ers. This was the only di.sturbance re- 
corded at the camps Sundaj'. The ag- 
gressive w’orkmen escaped before the 
men on the Oak Hill camp w’cre aware 
of the fight. 

The report that Sandy Creek camp 
W’ill be abandoned w’as denied by the 
strikers Sunday and they say 50 men 
w ill be sent there from ITum-Creek and 
Turtle Creek. 

In addition to the general missionary 
work for the w’eek the leaders have de- 
cided to direct especial work to the 
prevention of operations at the Sandy 
Creek mine. The strikers say they will 
resume their marching tactics Monday 
morning, claiming that under the rul- 
ing of Judge Goff in the West Virginia 
cases they are given this right. 

The sheriff does not say Sunday what 
course he will pursue in the morning 
should marching begin, but thinks he 
is ready to meet every emergenej*. 

Sj’mpathy for the strikers b3' the 
farmers and citizens is not diminishing 
in the least. Sunday there were about 
700 visitors to the camp at Sandy 
creek, many of the farmers who came 
bringing w’agon loads of provisions. 
Citizens of New Texas sent word that 
they had plenty of food for the men 
and w’anted them to call on them when 
needed. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 23. — Unit3’, a 
camp of Negro workmen emplo3’ed in 
building the new’ Pittsburgh, Bessemer 
&. Lake Erie railroad, is keeping up its 
reputation for riot and bloodshed. Sun- 
day night comes the report from there 
of a small sized riot, and three or four 
individual fights, during the progress 
of W’hich one man was fatally shot and 
innumerable wounds inflicted on oth- 
ers. It is said that nearly or quite all 
the Negroes in the camp are armed 
with revolvers and razors, and are a 
generally lawless set of men. The rec- 
ord of the day's doings is briefl3’ as 
follows: 

Tom Cash, nieked-named “Pow’der 
and Ball.'* was flourishing a 45-calibre 
revolver, w’hen John Kelley came along 
and made some slighting remark at 
W’hich Cash took offense, and he blazed 
away at Kelley, the bullet entering the 
abdomen, cutting its W’U3’ clear through 
the stomach and intestines. Kell3’ is 
bleeding internally and will die before 
morning. George Walker and Emanuel 
Lindsa3’ quarreled over a disolute 
woman who frequents the camps, 
and Walker w’as shot, but not seriously 
W’ounded. Next William ^latthews and 
George Smith became involved in a 
quarrel about something w’hich nobody 
but themselves know of and Matthews 
received two bullets from Smith's re- 
volver, one in the arm and another in 
the leg. 

The whole was climaxed by a general 
fight in W’hich ten shooters engaged. 
A Negro called Rags was shot in the 
head and a number of others received 
shot and razor wounds w’hich were 
dressed by themselves or friends after 
the battle w as over. 

NASHVILLE MAN 

KUIh His Wife and Hrother-in-Law and 
Then Fatally Wounda Himself. 

Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 23.— J. B. 
Rich, a young white man, shot and 
killed his w’ife Sunda3’ night at the 
home of her mother in east Nashville. 
He then killed his brother-in-law, 
shooting him tw’ice. Then he left the 
house and while in the -yard shot him- 
self tw’ice inflicting wounds from w hich 
he is expected to die. The pistol 
used was a 45-caliber revolver. Rich 
a week ago filed a bill for divorce 
against his w’ife, alleging infidelit3’. 
Sunday he was arrested charged with 
kidnaping one of the children and it 
is suppo.sed the arrest enraged him and 
induced him to go to the house of his 
mother-in-law’. 

“The Raisiiif; of LaxaruH.” 

London, Aug. 23. — Henry Tanner, an 
American Negro w ho has been study- 
ing painting in Paris for some years, 
has w’on the greatest distinction that 
has come to a member of his race in 
that field. He recently exhibited in 
the salon a work entitled “The Rais- 
ing of Lazarus,” w’hieh received signal 
praise from the critics and has been 
purchased b3’ the French government 
for the Luxembourg. The artist is a 
son of a missionary of the African 
Methodist church. He has studied un- 
der Constant. 

Fertillzlnif AVorkH and Schooner Burned. 

WooDBURA’, N. J., Aug. 23 — The main 
building of the J. P. Thomas & Sons 
Co., fertilizer manufacturers on Mantua 
creek, near Paulsboro, were burned 
Sunday. The loss is estimated at 8250,- 
000, upon which there is about 8100,000 
insurance. The buildings covered 
three acres and contained expensive 
machinery. Only three of the smaller 
buildings w’ere saved, which included 
the office and acid house. The schooner 
Addie B. Bacon, of Philadelphia, which 
was discharging a cargo at North Car- 
olina dock, took fire and is nearly a 
total loss. 



MINE WORKERS 

Issue a Cali for a Conference of Organised 
Lal>or, to Be Held In St. Lonis August 30, 
to Consider the Miners’ Strike. 

Columbus, O., Aug. 21. — The national 
executive board of the United Mine 
Workers adjourned Friday after hav- 
ing is.sued the call for the conference 
of organized labor to be held at St. 
Louis, August 30. 

Follow ing is the call for the confer- 
ence: 

To or:;unizcd labor, its various divisions and 
subtlivi.slons. and to all reform, social, educa- 
tional and scientifle bodies, who condemn 
government by injunction and the use of 
force m coerce the people and deprive them 
of their rights as American citizens: 

COLUMans. O., Aug. 20, 1897. 

To Mio Organized Labor of the Country. 
Greeting: The great miners’ strike has gone 
beyond a struggle for living wages. A crisis in 
the affairs of the nation has arrived in which 
all patriotic people must determine whether 
they will accept and consent to live under the 
rule of an oligarchy of wealth, or whether tin; 
institution of free government, the rights of 
free speech and j>eaceable public assemblage 
are to be preserved. 

The present struggle has assumed a contest 
for the preservation of civil liberty and consti- 
tutional rights. 

The tyrannical and un-American injunctions 
of the federal and state courts are revolution- 
ary against the first principle.s of free govern- 
ment and derogatory to the inherent rights of 
the masses, endangering the public iieacc and 
destroying the personal .security and individ- 
ual lioerties of the common people. 

The courts have deserted the temple of 
Justice, and now stand forth the deliant bul- 
wark of confederated capital. Their arbitrary 
rulings have set up one standard of rights for 
the rich and another for the poor. They de- 
cree that capital is always right and labor al- 
ways wrong. They have made it unlawful for 
working people to appeal against 
tyrannical treatment, present grievances or 
propose just and peaceable terms for the re- 
dre.ss of insufferable wrongs. 

The present great miners’ strike is an ex- 
pression of discontent that originated in pov- 
erty and starvation, it was born in the sorrow 
and destitiition of hungry women and children, 
it was the last protest of impoverished and en- 
slaved labor, and it presents to the world a 
cause a.s righteous and humane as ever inspired 
the souls of a Christian people. The philan- 
thropic heart of this great nation has respond- 
ed in sympathy with the miners’ appeal for the 
right to rcceis’c a respectable living for the 
most arduous and hazardous labor in the 
•world. Their appeal for a small share of the 
■wealth they create and for the right to enjoy 
some of the fruits of advanced civilization 
finds a responsive chord everwhcrc in the com- 
monality of mankind, and if it were a struggle 
between miners and mine operators only, 
liberty would triumhh over oppression, indus- 
try over greed. and right over wrong without 
the necessity of this call. 

But it is no longer a mere struggle between 
employe and employer. The judiciary has as- 
sumed the indefensible claims of the operators 
and the struggle is between tyrannical courts 
and the -whole people. The courts, although 
under oath to .serve the rich and poor 
alike, have volunteered to defend the 
sordid interests of the rieb as 
against the God-given rights of the poor, and 
now threaten to turn the Gatling guns and the 
Winchesters of criminals and thugs against 
all who dare to protest against their despic- 
able restraining orders. The judiciary is 
prostituted to the bidding of oppres- 
sive capital, has placed the rights of 
property above tbe rights of persons, and 
has discriminated against the many in the in- 
terest of the few. 

That 3 ,t 0.000 miners should be condemned to 
lives of drudgery and starvation by the arbi- 
trary rulings of the courts, is an insult to a 
benefleient Creator, an outrage upon free gov- 
ernment, and a disgrace to the Christian civili- 
zation under which we live. 

The recent injunctions and their extreme ap- 
plication against the lawfiU rights of the poor, 
the arrest and incarceration of hundreds of in- 
nocent, inoffensive people, the general employ- 
ment of armed thugs to overawe, harass and 
coerce the miners, have so exasperated the 
people iu localities where applied, that we feel 
that we can no longer be responsible for the 
public peace, and to the end that a just and 
equitab.'e settlement of differences between em- 
ployers and employes may be effected, the public 
peace, ’he liberty of the masses, the sacred in- 
stitutiens of free government preserved, and 
the co’. rts estopped from these outrageous 
perversions of constitutional rights, we appeal 
to that higher, more humane and patriotic 
court— the great plain people— who in times 
of troul io have always proven the ju.st arbi- 
ters of every difference between diversified in- 
terests and contending elements in the govern- 
ment of human society. We appeal to the 
liberty-loving iM'ople of this great nation to 
send accredited delegates to St. Louis. Mo., 
■where a mass convention will be held Monday, 
August 30, 1897. The object of the convention 
will not be to merely protest against the usur- 
pation and tyranny of the courts, but to for- 
mulate plans to compel a return to the princi- 
ples of free government, and put said plans into 
practical operation. 

Our people have suffered all the evils that are 
sufferable and we are given the alternative of 
submitting to injunctions of court and cowardly 
entreating our miners to return to the hovels 
of misery aad sh,ame. or appealing to the pa- 
triotic hearts of America to consider our cause 
and render a venlict in accordance with the 
just claims of suffering humanity. Wc have 
chosen the latter and will accept the verdict 
with that fortitude and resignation becoming 
every liberty-loving patriot of this great na- 
tion. 

This call has been indorsed by Siamucl Gom- 
pers, president American Federation of Lal)or. 
and J. R. Sovereign, general master workman 
K. of L. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 21. — The coal 
operators in their meeting Fridat’ 
night after waiting in vain for an an- 
swer from I’resident Ratchford to their 
telegram asking for a conference here 
Saturday to arbitrate tlie strike ques- 
tion, issued the following statement to 
the public shortl3’ a-fter midnight. 

“The operators now have exhausted every ef- 
fort to make amicable settlement, but the 
miners refo.se either to meet in conference or 
to arbitrate. The position taken by Ratchford 
occasions great surprise to the operators. He 
insists in bringing in all competitive states 
when he knows the operators of other states 
under no circumstances will attend a joiut con- 
ference. 

In making this demand Mr. Ratchford is 
seeking to delay a settlement in hope that he 
may bring to his aid all the labor organizations 
of the country and assume such political influ- 
ence as will frighten the politicians into insist- 
ing upon a settlement of the strike without re- 
gards to the merits of the case. 

He has always Insisted that ths Pittsburgh 
district i.s the key to the situation, and the op- 
erators hold out to him an olive branch from 
wnich is suspended the key he sought. Mr. 
Ratchford is using the Pittsburgh miners as a 
cat’s paw to scratch political chestnuts off the 
idle coal tipples in this district. 

Mr. Ratchford must arrange a conference at 
once for arbitration of the troubles in the 
Pittsburgh coal district, or he must stand ac- 
cused of inconsistency and insincerity. Public 
opinion ■will certainly hold him responsible for 
the destitution which must inevitably prevail 
In the district during the coming winter,’’ 

The Gerlaclie Antarctic Expedition. 

Brussels, Atig. 21. — Dr. Cook, an 
American, will join the steamer Bel- 
gicia, earr3’ing the (Jerlache Antarctic 
expedition, at Montevideo. It is e.v- 
pected that the Belgicia will arrive at 
Graham’s land early in December. She 
is provisioned for two years. 

A’irginia Prohibitionists Nominate. 

Lynchburg, Va.. Aug. 21. — The pro- 
hibition convention Friday nominated 
Rev. L. A. Cutler, of Louisa, for gov- 
ernor; Rev. Smithdeal, of Richmond, 
for lieutenant-governor, and J. B. Ken- 
nedy, of Staunton, for attorney gen- 
eral.’ 



HUMAN SHIELD 

Will Be One of the Features of the 
G. A. R. Encampment. 

Thousands of A’eterans and Their Friends 

Pouring Into the City- Ample Accom- 
modation for AH — Candidates to Suc- 
ceed the Couimander-iu-Chlef. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 23.— .Buffalo is 
all ready for the army of veterans who 
are on their wa3’ here to attend the 
thirty-first annual encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. lAiring 
the night hundreds of veterans and 
their friends arrived, and Sunday they 
were coming in b3’ thousands. It is 
estimated that nearly 8,000 strangers 
were in town Saturday and that from 

15,000 to 20,000 came in Sunda3’. 

The various railroads entering Buf- 
falo report that in addition to the hun- 
dreds of regular trains, schedules have 
been prepared for 245 spieeials to arrive 
here b3’ Tuesday noon. Among the 
prominent arrivals are .1. Cory Winans, 
of Commander-in-Chief Clarkson’s staff ; 
J. S. Lewi.s, pa.st junior vice command- 
er, and Daniel Ross, of Wilmington, 
Del., a candidate for junior vice com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Camp Jewett, as the cit3’ of tents is 
known, is all read3’ for its inhabitants 
and while it will not he formall3’ open- 
ed until 4 o'clock Monda3’ afternoon, 
a number of posts are alread3’ in- 
stalled. 

I Ample arrangements have been made 
at the camp and elsewhere for the cai’e 
of the sick. Three hospital tents have 
lx?cn erected at Camp Jewett, each in 
charge of a competent staff of ph3’si- 
cians. 

The honor of flying the first pennant 
from any tent at Camp Jewett belongs 
to Reno post.. No. 04, of Williamsport, 
I*a. A detachment of 11 members ar- 
rived Saturda3’, and was assigned to 
tents 27-29. Cla3’ton P. White, of Wil- 
liamsport, was the first veteran to ar- 
rive, and is quartered on the steamer 
Idaho, which has been assigned to the 
naval posts. 

Among the later announcement of 
candidates to succeed Commander-in- 
Chief Clarkson are the names of John 
C. Lineham, of New Hampshire; Geo. 
H. Ennis, of Massachusetts; James A. 
Seaton, of Chicago, J. P. S. Gobin, of 
Penns3’lvania, and J. F. Mack, of Ohio. 

Col. Winans, of Commander-in-Chief 
Clarkson's staff, estimates the number 
of visitors to Buffalo during the week 
at 200,000, making the largest encamp- 
ment ever held. In speaking of the 
choice of the veterans for the next en- 
campment, Col. Winan's said that so 
far as his information went, there was 
but one choice among the delegates, 
and that was Cincinnati. There seems 
to be a feeling, he said among some of 
the eastern people that San Francisco 
wants the encampment but that is 
a mistake. San Francisco is prepar- 
ing to make a bid in 189i>. With 
regard to the encampment held in 
Richmond, Va., he asserted there is 
nothing in it. The people down there 
do not want it and the veterans do not 
care to go tliere. The chief objection, 
he said, was the certainty of unpleas- 
ant complications over the color line. 
Notwithstanding this view the Young 
Men’s Business asswiation of Rich- 
mond has opened headquarters here 
and is making an effort to secure the 
encampment. 

Col. AVinans sa3’s Penns3’lvania will 
send the most people to the encamp- 
ment, with New York second and Ohio 
third in attendance, | 

One of the most brilliant features of 
the encampment will be the living I 
shield, whicli will be protluced on 
Wednesda3’, the da3’ of the parade. 

Four thousand children from tlul 
schools, who have been under rehearsal 
for weeks, will form the shield, which 
W’ill stand on Chippew’a street, just be- 
low Delaware, avenue, at the point 
where the line of march turns from 
Chippewa street into the avenue. It.s 
position will he such as to face thu 
marching columns for the two blocks. 

The platform upon which the chib 
dren will sit will he built squarel3* 
across Chippewa street, cutting off all 
traffic. It is to resemble a large grand 
.stand, the seats grading upward as tho 
elevation increases. 

This will give the shield the appeapi 
ance intended, namel3’, of resting on 
an easle. Tlie seating space will he 
square and the figures, dressed in red, 
white and blue, will be so arranged as 
to form the outline of a shield, with 
red and white stripes, and with white 
stars in a blue field, surrounded b3’ a 
border of black. Bo3’s in black gar- 
ments are to form the black back 
ground, while bo3’s and girls, dressed 
in red, white and blue, will fill in the 
stars and stripes and the field. 

These Children of the' Shield wdll be 
devided into two reliefs to avoid the 
fatigue of remaining in position for 
about seven hours. The first 2.000 will 
take their places in the morning just 
before the column moves, and will re- 
main in position until about half of 
the prtK*e.ssion has passed. Then they 
will Ik* relieved hv the second division, 
whicli w ill remain in position until the 
last man in the New York state depart- 
iflent. at the left of the line, has passed. 

The Children of the Shield will all 
day lonjr sing national anthems and 
patriotic songs to the accompaniment 
of music.

THE PANTRY IN SUMMER. 

Mueli Care Slionitl He Devoted Toward 
IveeitiiiK' It WlioleM«»nie. 

If the atmosphere of a cellar or jiautry 
is not sweet unci the refrigerator can- 
not be thoroughly ventilated, it may 
be greatl3' imj)roved b3' placing a few 
tra3’s of ehareoal on the floor and 
shelves. The air will soon become pure 
and sweet. The temperature of a pan- 
try ma3’ be kept very cool b3’ hanging 
at the window or door a wet cloth or 
sheet. 

Bacon, joints, or hams should hang 
from hooks driven in the ceiling, rather 
than be laid on shelves. Again, where 
there is but little or no ice, joints should 
be sprinkled with powdered charcoal. 

To keep fresh fish in warm weather 
it should first be thoroughly cleaned 
and dried well inside with a clean linen 
cloth, then rubbed internall3' wth good 
i brown sugar, after which hang it in a 
well-aired and absolutel3' drv' place. 
Wash off the sugar before cooking. 

Soups, broths, gravies and soup- 
stock can often be kept from turning 
for two or three cla3's b3’ boiling them 
once, or, in great heat, twice a day. 

Of course man3' of these precautions 
ma3' be entirely dispensed with where 
the household boasts a large, well- 
packed refrigerator. 

Too man3’ cooks from ignorance, and 
their mistresses from carelessness, have 
a mistaken idea that a refrigerator is 
an excuse -for neglecting simple h3'- 
gienic principles. When meat is 
brought in from the butcher’s, it should 
be well looked over, all objectionable 
little tag ends of fat and bristle should 
be removed, and, after salting, the meat 
should be placed at once in the ice chest. 

Great care should be taken to remove 
all crumbs and scraps from the shelves 
and floor of a pantr3', since thc3’ attract 
insects more than an3’thing else. If 
there are windows in the pantr3', net- 
ting should be nailed tightly over them 
to prevent the flies from gaining ac- 
cess. The bread box should be well 
washed and dried two or three times a 
week and placed in the sun. The fresh 
loaves should be wrapped in a slightly 
dampened linen bread towel, and the 
lid of the box left a little open, so that 
the fresh air nuLV circulate through it. 
All stale crusts and bits of bread should 
be placed in a china dish with a cover, 
until thev are ground into bread 
crumbs. — Philadelphia Inquirer. 

C'liuc’olate A1mon«l.*t. 

Blanch the almond meats b3' pouring 
boiling water over them and let them 
stand a few mojnents; then turn the hot 
water off and throw cold v’ater over 
them. The skin ma3’ then be easily 
rubbed off. Break some sweet choco- 
late into small pieces, put them in a 
small dish and stand this dish over the 
fire in a pan of boiling water. When 
the chocolate is melted put a blanched 
nut meat on i>e point of a hat pin and 
dip into <he melted chocolate; then lay 
It on oiled paper to cool. When the 
chocolate becomes set the meats ma3' be 
again taken up with a pin; such a "sec- 
ond coating of the chocolate will please 
many that are veiy fond of chocolate.— 
N. Y. Trib ne. 

Pickled Bean*. 

Take small and tender beans, wash 
and boil in slightly salted water till 
tender; drain and dry with a cloth. 
Pour boiling vinegar, spiced to taste, 
over them. Repeat this two or three- 
da3’s, or till they look green. — House* 
deeper.

THE PIE RECORD. 

No Performer Han Determined How 
Mueb One Man Can Eat. 

The capacity of the huiman stomacK 
has never been accurately determined. 
Public interest is occasionally aroused 
in eating contests, hut these are con- 
fined chiefly to specialists who are seek- 
ing to establish records as consumers of' 
pie, cakes, watermelons, etc. What we 
lack is an all-round performer. 

A comparison of the averages of many I 
noted professional and amateur eaters 
reveals that none has reached that of 
Oakley Stanton, of Derbyshire, Eng., 
who lived in the last century. Mr. Stan- 
ton on a certain occasion, in one hour, 
ate a single meal of four dishes, com- 
posed as follows: 

The first dish was an amialgamof two 
quarts of milk, 30 eggs, half a pound of 
butter, half a pound of sugar, three 
penny loaves, a quantity of ginger and 
nutmeg and an ounce of mustard, all 
boiled together. 

Theseconddishwias a pound of cheese 
and a pound loaf of bread; the third, 
half a pound of bacon, a penny loaf of 
bread, a quart of ale, three h.alf{>ennics’ 
worth of gingerbread and a pint of ale; 
the fourth, a custard of two -xiounds, au 
ounce of mustard, some black i>eppeT, a 
pint of milk and three pints of ale. 

As a proof that Mr. Stanton suffenrd 
no inconvenience from tlds repast, it Is 
stated that he passed the balance of 
the evening dirhiking copiously of ale 
and liquor. 

This feat was for some time consid- 
ered unapproachable, until .a jvorter of 
Truro, on a bet of five shillings, ate 
two pairs of -worsted stockings fried in 
train oil and half a pound of yellow- 
soap. 

Success inspired this man to another 
effort. The wager on this occasion was 
that he Could not eat as much tri^ie as 
would make him a jacket w ith .sleeves. 
He took the bet and was regidarly 
measured by a tailor, who cut the tripie 
into the exact size and shape of the- 
garment. The porter ate it all in 20 
minutes. 

As a pie specialist the record of a 
Scotchman of Dun-dee is not without 
distinction. He consumed' nine large 
two-peinny pics in 14 1/3 minutes. 

This feat aroused much enthusiasm, 
and induced betting men to lay edds 
against him that he could not devour 
12 pies of the same dimensions in 25 
minutes. The ScotcQim.an won, with 
eight minutes to spare. He offere<l to 
occupy the remaining margin of time 
by eating half a dozen more. 

It is alleged that this establishes the* 
record on pies; but it is safe to say that 
it has l>een surpassed by some profes- 
sional of the cast side. — ^N. Y. Sun. 

of Rnm1>oo. 

The attention of builders is being 
drawn to the value of bamboo as a build- 
ing material. The great strength of 
bamboo poles is not at all understood 
by the majority of persons. It is stated 
on excellent authority that two bam- 
boo poles, each of them 1 7-10 inches in 
diameter, when placed side by side, will 
support a grand piano slung between 
them by ropes, and that they will 
neither sag nor break under the burden. 
Bamboo will form poles 65 to 70 feet 
long and from 8 to 10 inches in diame- 
ter. A derrick 26 feet high, made of 
four-inch bamboo poles, raised two iron 
girders weighing togetlier 424 pounds. 
The wonderful lightness of this materi- 
al in proportion to its strength has ex- 
cited comment cf late, and new uses 
are constantly being made of it. Scaf- 
foldings of bamboo have the advantage 
of lightness and strength. It Is predict- 
ed that this material will come in gen- 
eral use for such purposes. An addi- 
tional advantage is that bamboo resists 
decay in water as well as in earth, that 
the older and drier it gets, the more 
solid it becomes, and that it can b« 
grown for an incredibly small sum.— 
N. Y". Ledger.

crews. The ambition to ^vin distinction 
In that field of athletics has cavkse.l an 
increase in the membership of most of 
the local rowing associations. But 
while rowing as an amusement and a 
sport is growing in popularity, rowing 
as a business is steadily being crowded 
out of existence. An old boatman be- 
wailed the fact in these words : 

"When rowing was first taken to by 
sports the boys used to come down to 
the docks and get points from the river 
men. We knew how to pull boats, and 
we had to know, working in this har- 
bor with the water going all ways and 
boats coming from all directions. Of 
course, we were not much on the new- 
fangled ehellboats, but the boys got 
points from us just the same, and those 
w’ho learned to row the shells the best 
were the r^uiar watermen. There was 
money in being a boatman in those days, 
but the business has gone, and only 
those remain in it who are too old to do 
anything else. 

“What did w’e do? Well, we had plen- 
ty of work between taking people to the 
ships and off them, transporting steve- 
d-ores and bringing messages to ship 
and land, and it was a poor day when an 
industrious man niatle less than ten dol- 
lars. And there w’as fun in it at that, 
with lots of excitement and races many 
times each day. Nowadays there is 
nothing for the boatman to do except to 
think of the good times that are gone, 
and to ‘run a line’ w’hen he gets a 
chance at three dollars a run.” 

The old boatmen say that their busi- 
ness has l»een ruined by the little steam 
craft. When a ship c<>raes to tlie har- 
bor nowadays there is never a lack o-t 
boatsmen to run a line, or carry it to 
the place where the vessel will make 
fast, but tliat was formerly only one ot 
the many duties of the industrioxis 
boatman; now it is the mainstay. 

“We never quarrel as to who shall 
have the job if several boatmen are on 
the spot,” said the veteran, “and the 
man who is nearest the incoming shij) 
usually gets it and the three dollars. 
To be on hand we go out as far as Rob- 
bins Reef Light and the man w ho gets 
a job earns his monej'.” 

He explained that the numerous 
boats which are seen from the ferry- 
boats are not regular boatmen’s crafL 
Many belong to lobster men and fisher- 
men, and a goodly number are the proj)- 
erty of men who hunt driftw’cod and 
drift stuff; others, again, are manned by 
men who are in the employ of the ferry 
corporations, who go to and from their 
work on the ferry pro^^erty tlint w’ay. 

“The boats don’t look very natty,” 
said the bronzed oarsman of long ago, 
“and w ould stand a poor show’ in a beau- 
ty match, but they’re a siglit more use- 
ful than the fancy shells that all the 
fuss is made about; and as torow ing — 
well, I’ve l^een at it, boy and man, for 
45 years, and I think I'd stand a good 
show in a race herein the harbor with 
any one of the champion oarsmen. Our 
rowing was useful; what’s theirs good 
for?”— N. Y. Tribune.

Over a Tboasand Species Known to 
Itotanistn. 

The antiquity of the rose is so great 
that all account of its origin haabeea 
lost. It is not meivtionedi in the Bib- 
lical writings earlier than the reign of 
Solomon, but the allusion to it then 
made is sueh as to indicate that the 
flower had already been know’n, forth© 
essence of roses was extensively used 
in Jerusalem and Judea during the 
reign of the luxurious and inueh-raar« 
ried king. In Egypt the rose is do- 
I)icted on a number of very early mon- 
uments, believed to date from 3000 to 
3.500 B. C., and in the tomb of an 
Egj'ptian princess, disinterred a year 
ago in the south of Egj’pL several her- 
metically sealed vials were found, 
which, when ox>ened, contained gen- 
uine attar of roses, so that tile raoderni 
claims for the discovery of this deli- 
ciou-s perfume are vain. Rose w ater, or 
the essence of roses, is mentioned by 
Homer in the “Iliad;.” Homer and Sol- 
omon were nearly contemporaneous,. 
Both the Creeks and Hebrews probably 
borrowed the idea of its manufact’ure 
from the Egyptians, and these, for 
aught anvbotliv can tell, mav have had 
it from the Indians or from the Chi- 
nese, for the latter claim for each of 
their discoveries and inventions a most 
marvelous, not to say incredible, anti- 
ruity. The rose is one of those flowers 
w liioh by the people of every land are 
taken for grante<]; as so Avell known as 
to need no description an<l liardly men- 
tion, for it is a singular fact that every 
continent on the globe, with tJie soli4 
tarj’ exception of Australia, produces 
wild roses. Even the frozen regions 
of the north, where the summer lasts 
but two or three, months, and is at best 
a season which maj' be described as 
very lute in the fall, prod,uce tlieir wild 
rosesi, ami travelers through (ireenland, 
Kamschatka and northern Siberia 
found, in the proper season, an abund- 
ance of blossoms, while the. crews of 
whaling vessels which call at Spitz- 
bergen come off shore with boiiquets 
of tlie native Siiitzbergen rose. All 
w ild roses are not of the same kind,, for 
there are over 1,000 species of the wild 
rose known to Uotanists, and the va- 
rieties are inmimcrable. — St. I.ouis 
Globe-Democrat.

FARMERS AND WHEELMEN 



Why They Should Work Together In 
the Good Roada Crnaade. 

Otto Dorner, of Milwaukee, Wis.. 
chairman of the good roads bureau of 
the League of American Wheelmen, re- 
cently delivered an excellent good 
roads address before the Chautauqua 
assembly at Dixon, 111. His remarks re- 
lated especially to the attitude of the 
league towards the farmers, and its 
essential feature>i, embodied in the fol- 
lowing article, cannot fail to be of gen- 
eral interest: 

Now the great question before us is, 
said Mr. Dorner, how shall we obtain 
better country highways. The ques- 
tion is not, do we need good roads, but 
how shall we get them? Road building 
in the United States has been left en- 
tirely in the hands of the farmers and 
in charge of the local town authorities. 
These local authorities as a rule have 
no knowledge of the science of road 
building, and 50 years of experience has 
shown a great deal of labor wasted 
and vast amounts of road taxes collect- 
ed in vain. 

In many places our roads to-day are 
no better than they' w’ere 20 and 30 years 
ago. A radical improvement in the sys- 
tem itself must be made. 

The League of American Wheelmen 
has been the subject of much criticism 
on account of its agitation for better 
highw'ays. We have been accused of 
selfishness in the matter. 

It is believed by many that we w heel- 
men expect farmers to load themselves 
up with taxes that they might build 
roads for the convenience of bicycle 
riders. No greater mistake could be

FEEDING DAIRY COWS. 

Couaitiona That Will Maintain a t* all 
Flow of Milk. 

One of the important items in making 
dairying pay the best profits is to (sup- 
ply such conditions as will best main- 
tain a full flow of milk. It is not- the 
cow that gives the most milk for a short 
season after calving and while the pas- 
turage is at the best, that gives the most 
profit, but the cow that gives a good 
even flow the greater part of the year. 
While there is much in habit there is 
more in feed and management. A oow 
that has been neglected, especially as 
regards her feeding, during the middle 
or latter part of summer, usually com- 
mences failing in the quantity of milk 
she will give until in six or seven months 
after calving she goes dry. 

Experience in the management of 
cows has proved that it is much easier 
to maintain a good flow of milk by 
commencing to feed in good season 
than to allow the milk flow to begin 
to fail and then attempt to bring 
her back to a lull flow again. Hence 
it is always best to keep a watch on the 
pastures, and whenever they begin to 
fail to commence feeding. Some dairy- 
men feed the cows a little mill feed 
night and morning even when pastur- 
age is at its best. 

But on most farms all through the 
growing season green feed is much the 
cheapest. The second growth of clover, 
millet, sowed sorghum or fodder can 
be cut off and fed as needed, and if 
care is taken to feed liberally the flow 
of milk can be maintained. More than 
with any other kind of stock good feed- 
ing is necessary with the milch cows. 
It is only from the surplus food over 
and above what is needed for the sup- 
port of animal life that the milk is 
maxle and liberal feeding is necessary if 
a full flow is maintained. With care in 
good season the habit of milk-giving 
during the greater part of the year can 
be established, and this is always a 
valuable trait in the dairy cow. 

The best time to commence to estab- 
lish the habit of long milk-giving is 
when the heifer is first giving milk, 
but if regulated at that time and the 
young cow is allowed to go dry early 
now is a good time to begin. Feed well 
and milk regiilarl}'. With care and 
persistence this defect in the early 
training may be overcome. But be sure 
she has plenty to eat all through the 
season. — St. Louis Republic.

made. We of the League of American 
Wheelmen who are engaged in this agi- 
tation for better roads feel that the 
farmer to-day bears his full share of i 
public taxes, and that they should not 
be unnecessarily added to. We feel ! 
that a mistake has been made in the i 
past in expecting farmers alone to pay 
for building roads, and in leaving the 
entire responsibility for our roads in 
their hands. The farmers of the United | 
States are but a fraction of our popu- 
lation, and they are by no means the 
only ones who will profit by the con- 
struction of good roads. It is claimed 
that in the state of New Y'ork every 
farmer is obliged to build roads for 
eight persons out of the state popula- : 
tion. Why should not the other seven j 
contribute to their cost? 

While good roads would save the 
farmers immense amounts in hauling 
products, this saving would indirectly 
benefit the whole population. Neither 
is the farmer the only one who travels ; 
the country highways. Country mer- ■ 
chants, doctors and professional men, = 
peddlers, pleasure seekers, and last but j 
not least the wheelmen, would be direct- 
ly' benefited by good roads. It is un- 
just, therefore, that the farmer alone 
should pay for building these roads. 

I am glad of an opportunity to say 
to a gathering of farmers that the j 
League of American Wheelmen pro- ! 
poses to help them in bringing about 
a proper division of the cost of good 
roads, so that the city people, the cap- 
italists, merchants and manufacurers, 
the wealthy corporations, railroad, in- 
surance and telephone companies; in 
fact every class of people, shall contrib- 
Yite to the cost of building them. The 
League of American Wheelmen believes 
that many of our country roads should 
be built by state aid; that a part of the 
cost of good roads should be paid out 
of a state tax, which would be levied 
upon all property and all classes of j 
people alike, so that every taxpayer 
shall contribute a proportionate 
amount, according to the amount of j 
property he owns. We propo.se that | 
the states shall help to build roads, 
and to divide their total cost between 
the i>eople of the locality, who are most 
directly benefitetl, and the adjoining 
property owners whose land rises in 
value as a result of the improvement, 
and the state, as representing the en- 
tire population. This is not a Utopian 
plan; it is not a theory only, but has 
been adopted in practice with great 
success in New Jersey, in Connecticut, 
in Rhode Island and, in a modified form, 
in litassachusetts. New Jer.sey has be- 
come famous for the fine roads she has 
built. These were constructed by a 
stale aid system under which their 
cost I« divided about as I have indi- 
cate<l. The farmers of New Jersey 
are enthusiastic over this state aid 
system, and the towns and counties are I 
glad to pay their share of the cost of i 
these roads so long as the state pays 
its part. The country districts in New 
Jersey are overwhelming the state au- 
thorities with petitions to assist in the 
improvement of local roads, and the 
legislature cannot appropriate funds 
for the purpose sufficient to meet the 
demands from the farmers. The New 
Jersey commissioner of public roads 
tells me that a large part of his time is 
occupied listening to the pleadings of j 
farmers that the roads in their districts 
shall be the first to receive the benefit 
of state aid. 

Our suggestion of state aid is now

Take the largest crabapples you can 
'get, pick over carefully, wash clean and 
wipe or drain them dr 3 '. Take oue gal- 
lon of good cider vinegar, two quart 
bowls of brown sugar, two teaspoonfuls 
of cinnamon, two of ground allspice, 
two of ginger and two of whole cloves.
